LAST WEEK 

What is it about a tree that makes it sacreligious to cut it down? Organiza- 
tions such as Weyerhaeuser plant, tend and harvest trees like Iowa farmers 
raise and harvest corn and soybeans. Last Wednesday noon, Cedar Rapids 
Weyerhaeuser Plant Manager Russ Jensen discussed company operations and 
followed his comments with a most interesting and informative film, "To Touch 
the Sky" narrated by Eddie Albert of Hollywood and TV fame. 

Russ Jensen is a native of Minnesota, having moved to CR in 1971 to manage 
Weyerhaeuser's local corrigated carton plant. Weyerhaeuser employees, some 
130 in CR, fabricate shipping and storage cartons to order for customers with- 
in a radius of 200 miles of CR. Paper for use in the making of boxes is 
delivered to Weyerhaeuser's plant in rolls eight feet wide. The rolled paper 
is corrugated in the CR plant and cut and folded into cartons and boxes as 
required. Weyerhaeuser owns some 5.7 million acres of timberland and has a 
lease/license agreement covering another 10 million acres in this country and 
abroad. Growing trees in the most effecient manner, utilizing the most modern 
techniques and methods is an important part of their business. It takes 25 
years or more to raise a tree from seed to the point where it is ready for 
harvest. The industry speaks in terms of the "high yield forest," with ever 
improving methods sought to improve that yield. Did you know that each of 
us uses the equivalent of one large tree each year?

LAST WEEK 

Meteorologist Conrad Johnson has been telecasting the weather for some 20 
years—more than 11,000 times on the air.' Conrad started his pitch by 
apologizing for not being "better at forecasting after having been doing it 
so long" but I think he had us pretty well convinced by the time he finished 
his talk that he and his fellow meteorologists, using the tools of science, 
have come a long way in improving the accuracy of their predictions during 
recent years. 

Conrad said that the weather had been a hobby of his as a youngster. As he 
grew older, he became more interested in the science of meteorology and 
studied at Purdue, Penn State and the University of Iowa prior to entering 
the field of forecasting. He began his TV career at Sioux City. One thing 
bothers him. In the early days of forecasting, the meteorologists were given 
much more air time than they are today. Conrad began with 15 minutes twice 
a day and now is down to 3 minutes twice a day! He said every forecaster 
feels that he has the most difficult job — but Conrad thinks the midwest is 
no picnic, with air masses coming in from all directions and often meeting 
on a collision course over this part of the country. Data gathered by 
satellites and the utilization of computers to draw maps and compile and 
analyze data have speeded and improved the accuracy of weather forecasting. 

Conrad Johnson says — He doesn't feel man should try to make major modifications 
in the weather. Weather is presently no respecter of social, political and 
economic boundaries. {He obviously believes that decisions should be left 
to that Higher Power.) Meteorologists and statisticians indicate that weather 
predictions are 951 accurate for 12 hours in advance, 88% accurate for 24 
hours, 65% for 48 hours and drop off to 30% when predicting 72 hours ahead. 
The oft -mentioned "jetstreams" definitly affect the weather. Conrad isn't 
convinced that solar activity has any affect. Rainmaking by "seeding" 
clouds as they float over, control .and breaking up of hailstorms by "seeding" 
and the modification of the route of a hurricane-type of storm all appear to 
have promise and are not considered to be "major modifications" by Conrad. 
But, did you know that 42 of the 50 states have laws to prevent tampering 
with the weather?

LAST WEEK 

Iowa State University President Dr. Robert Parks reports that enrollment at the 
University appears to have leveled off at around 19,000 students. Present 
enrollment is 19,200 — the same as last year. He admits now that the admini- 
strators of the university are quite relieved. They all wondered if the rapid 
growth of the ' 60 ' s would continue, and what they would do for facilities and 
staff if it did' 

You will recall that last week's meeting was a joint meeting with the Thursday 
Noon Lions. The turnout was good with the room nearly filled with a good mix of 
Lions, KIWANIANS and guests. 

Dr. Parks' presentation was in the form of a state-of-the-university report with 
his verbal discussion supplemented by slides picturing new buildings on campus — 
C.Y. Stephens Auditorium, Hilton Coliseum, Engineering Building, Computer Center, 
Liberal Arts and Social Science Building, etc. — and architects' drawings of 
facilities in the planning stage such as the School of Veterinary Medicine, and the 
continuing Education Center. He indicated the federal government's about face in 
supplemental funding for such projects has thrown a few transients into the building 
picture. But in general, Iowa State University appears to be in a better position 
than most. Funding for the Stephens Auditorium, The Coliseum, a small Theatre 
currently under construction and the Continuing Education Center is not provided 
by taxes but is money contributed by alumni and friends of the university thru the 
University Foundation. 

For the sports enthusiasts, Dr. Parks says that prospects are good and some of the 
teams, particularly the wrestling and gymnast teams, have been setting records. 
All in all it was an interesting half hour.

LAST WEEK 

Lunch in the 1st floor activity area of Geneva Tower: a discussion of the 
facilities and activities by Ed Bock and Geneva Tower Director Glen Brehm 
and a tour of typical apartments in the Tower. Four residents of the 
building — John Robinson, Ray Smith, Tom McAllen and former Downtown 
KIWAMIAN Ed Lundquist commented upon life in the Tower. They had, 
nothing but good tntngs to say for the management, the facility and the 
friendliness of their fellow residents. 

Geneva Tower was some four years in the survey, investigative and 
financing stages; ten months in building and the first residents moved 
in during May '71. There are 192 apartments in the building; 132 are 
efficiency units and the balance are a one-bedroom arrangement. Each 
apartment has individual controls for air conditioning — heating and 
cooling. Applicants are carefully screened prior to acceptance as 
residents, and apparently Director Brehm runs a tight ship. If a 
resident doesn't abide by the rules, he is asked to pack up and seek 
other quarters] They currently have some forty on the waiting list — 
so, apparently, the "tight ship" philosophy is appreciated by those who 
currently live in the Tower. The word gets around. Each new occupant(s) 
must sign a one-year lease, but after one year the agreement is on a 
30-day basis. There are 12 stories of apartments above the ground 
floor. The 1st floor is given over to a meeting room, an activity room, 
a kitchen/pantry, a laundry room and the office. There is no basement. 
I'm sold. Geneva Tower — a pleasant place to live, close to the 
action]

When I attended the meeting last week I got a jab concerning my lack of club activity 

coverage in this yellow sheet. Jim Downing reported being in a difficult position when 
one of our student guests asked "just what does KIWANIS do?" And Jim is much better pre- 
pared than most of us to answer that question what with his activities related to 

arranging for dental and eye care for needy youngster. Sooo Committee Chairman, how 

about it? How about taking a few minutes to put a few facts on a sheet of paper and 
mailing it to me? It isn't that I don't want to give you coverage, but somehow 1 run out 
of time to hold down a job, cover the beat, locate you, and ask the right questions! 

LAST WEEK 

Our friend and former fellow Downtown KIWANIAN Bob Birr discussed the problem which results 
from the mixing of automobiles and alcohol, and what Iowa is doing to try to reduce the 
number of accidents which result from that explosive mixture. The program is one which 

forces the person who has been arrested for driving while "under the influence" , has been 

convicted and has had his license revoked to attend a four-week course which is designed 
to show him the error of his ways and potential danger to himself and others. There were 
2633 such cases last year and 1001 during the first three months of this year! We have 
a problem. 

The course, which was implemented the first of March, 1973, is taught by the community 
colleges. Staff members of agencies concerned with the counseling and treatment of problem 
drinkers sit-in to try to identify individuals Lhey feel they can help. When a driver has 
been arrested and tests show he is under the influence of liquor, he is convicted, his 
driver's license is revoked. He is then assigned to a "class", given a limited driving 
permit to allow him to drive to his place of employment and, in effect, is ordere d to attend 
the course. When he has satisfactorily completed the course, he is given an opportunity to 
take the standard driver's test again and start over with a new driver's license. Of course 
there are a lot of side effects. The "student" has to arrange for special (high priced) 
insurance following conviction. Must pay 20 bucks to take the course. Pay a fine of 

several hundred dollars. The way Bob Birr had it figured the person so involved could 

wind up stuck with a bill of $1,340 over and above what he would have paid if he hadn t 
gotten into the mess. Pretty high priced cocktail! But, hopefully such treatment will 
convince the majority of the offenders that drinkin ' and drivin' shouldn't be mixed. 

SH OES NOT BOOZE 

But one shouldn't jump to conclusions According to an AP story in the Gazette, June 6, 

19 73, Arthur Perry (no relative) admitted to a judge in Memphis that he was "kind of weaving" 
when he walked down the street. But he said it was his new high heeled shoes and the rocks 
in the road! The judge dismissed the case.

LAST WEEK 

"Every age has its frustrations. Accept age gracefully. Finish the 
course with dignity and self respect. Face the end without fear," 
The preceding are quotes from our speaker of last Wednesday, Meta 
Schwiebert , Executive Director of the Linn County Council for the 
Aging. She obviously realizes that it is easy to make such state- 
ments but somewhat more difficult to sincerely maintain such an 
attitude and philosophy in a society which is currently applying 
pressure to reduce the age at which one becomes 'old' . Sixty-five 
is no longer the magic age of retirement. With recent advances in 
medicine and health care, one-third of the average person's life 
still remains when business or industry turns him out to pasture. 

Personable Meta Schwiebert feels that volunteers are the key to the 
success of Linn County's program aimed at helping people prepare 
for retirement; help coordinate the activities of the many local 
agencies which are currently involved working with the elderly; 
bring a sensitivity, understanding and love that can't be hired; 
give counseling and a contact with the world outside the immediate 
family and many other services which only the compassionate can 
provide. 

Some 480 volunteers provided 18,568 hours of their time to serve 
883 elderly last year thru the Linn County Council for the Aging. 
Services provided ran the gamut from a daily telephone call to pro- 
vide that outside contact, to providing transportation, to painting 
houses, washing windows and mowing lawns. The volunteers themselves 
range in age from young people anxious to try to do their bit to 
right this topsy turvy world, to currently active business and pro- 
fessional men and women, to the active elderly who provide compan- 
ionship and all types of personal help to those who need aid. 

Meta Schwiebert, herself white haired and once retired from a long 
life of social service, j ust seems to be the right person to guide 
such a program. Those who know her personally agree. Arnold Herbst 
commented to me after the program last week that he feels we are most 
fortunate in having Ms. Schwiebert decide to return to Iowa, and par- 
ticularly locate in Cedar Rapids, to help us provide the services 
so badly needed. 

Phil Klinger, we appreciate your arranging for Meta Schwiebert to speak 
to us. But I'm not satisfied. Apparently she wouldn't let Phil tell 
us much about her background, such as her experiences with the less 
fortunate in such places as Chicago and she didn't provide any in- 
formation about herself as she spoke on her favorite subject.' When 
will she be back? Incidentally, she feels it is important that the- 
majority of those involved in aiding the elderly have a few white 
hairs themselves I She wasn't too impressed by the young professors 
from Drake who recently spoke at the seminar in CR. 1

George Hamilton, Director of the Linn County Conservation Commission took 
us on a slide tour of the county parks. As an old park tramper, I can 
vouch for the authenticity of Mr. Hamilton's statement that Linn County has 

some of the finest parks in the state. Have often thought wouldn't it 

be nice if familiarity and knowledge of our own city, county, state and 
nation rated with "travel abroad" as a status symbol? I know, sour grapes! 

IOWA OUTDOORS 

Per George Hamilton 93 of Iowa's 99 counties have County Conservation 

Commissions; the Legislature passed the bill creating this system in 1955; 
Linn County's commission was organized in 1959 and began operation in 1960; 
Linn County has 5,000 acres of park land with nearly a million visitors per 
year. Financing capital expenditures, operation and maintenance comes from 
property taxes, user's fees (camping and picnic facilities) and Federal 
funds. (The latter unpredictable in both amount and timing.) Approximately 
one half of the 5,000 acres is open to hunting; much of the park land is 
along streams and is flood plain land; camping clubs are a bit of a headache 
to the conservation officers, as the number of vehicles per family is beyond 

imagination several cars, a trailer or motor home, a boat and possibly 

several two-wheeled vehicles per family! (There are 30 "recreation vehicles" 
licensed for every available camping stall in the U.S.!) 

But, George Hamilton says they do their best to cope. However, he admits 
he does have one real problem. The "wild" Mallard ducks the Commission 
raises for release in the parks are so tame and dumb that they sometimes 
gather on the roads and hold up traffic! Wonder why a duck crosses the road?

LAST WEEK 

Shenandoah's most famous export, Tennis Champion Frank Nye, told us about the 
recently ended "frustrating but productive" session of the Iowa Legislature. 

Did you know that the "Nye Poll" gets 100% return from its questional res 
distributed to the legislatures? That the return from Frank's most recent 
survey indicates the average age of the legislators in the last session was 
45.2 years — the youngest legislature in Frank's long career (30 years) of 
covering the Des Moines sessions? That there were eight legislators between 
21 and 25 years of age and only five between 66 and 75? .And that those 
young people — -like your kids and mine — don't feel that the fact that just 
because "it has always been done that way" is a good enough reason for con- 
tinuing? That in quantity, the "four"-runners were 34 Methodists, 28 Catholics, 
23 Presbyterians and 21 Lutherans? .And that the reason Frank Nye gets 1001 
return on his survey is that if the questionaire doesn't come back — he runs 
down the laggard and interviews him? That the KIWANIS Pancake Day will be 
held on November 3? 

Frank Nye said it appeared to be much more difficult to muster enough votes 
to get a bill passed than is normally the case. He thinks this may be because 
60 of the members were new to the legislative body. The normal number of 
"freshman" legislators is more like 30 to 40. Even Frank, who has been close 
to the whole business for so many years, finds the size of the current budget 

shocking $1.7 billion.' That compares to $416 million ten years ago. But he 

says it takes careful analysis to really determine the actual Increase — 
shifting of taxes, etc., a complex explanation Frank gave, but I'll admit 
it left me reeling. But I did get one point. Those fellows and gals in Des 
Moines have obviously been following the Watergate affair. Every campaign 
contribution made in Iowa, down to and Including those made to candidates for 
city offices, must be reported! 

The "Truck Length", "Organization of a Department of Transportation" and "No- 
Fault Insurance" are among the bills on which action was delayed but are on the 
agenda for next session. Frank Nye says the longer he thinks about it, the 
more he realizes that the last session of the Legislature really did accomplish 
a lot it wasn't all frustration!

LAST WEEK- -Dr. John Chapman, Coe College 

Our speaker last week, Dr. Chapman, Associate Professor of Economics at Coe 
College, left me with the feeling that he is right of center; and that he is 
basically optimistic that the good old USA will survive Watergate, inflation, 
devaluation of the dollar and five buch wheat. But, he does feel that it 
will be a long time before the dollar regains the prestige it has lost abroad. 
Prof. Chapman believes the President's "over-night decision" and action to 
devaluate the $ made most world banks wish they had their funds in Yen or 
Marks, rather than $'s. And a point which I had never heard mentioned before— 
the President's decision was made after reviewing a report which turned out to 
include a major "clerical" error! As far as John Chapman knows, the source of 
the error has never been pin pointed. No doubt it is another of those things 
which is blamed on "the computer". 

Dr. Chapman said as long as we have the money to create shortages of 

commodities or products by listening to rumors and then do "scare buying," 
we will have inflation; such as buying up all of the home freezers available 
to store all that beef we don't need but bought because we heard there was 
going to be a shortage; many of our problems are not really economics, but 
are behavioral, a matter of attitude; as the kids would say, "things really 

aren't all that bad" our balance of trade has improved dramatically and 

there is ewery indication the trend will continue; and the balance of pay- 
ments really wouldn't be considered serious except that our government 
keeps pulling things (devaluation, price freeze, etc.) which cause the Foreign 
Central Banks to look at the $ with suspicion and question its stability. A 
most interesting analysis of financial thinking which affects everyone of us— 
whether we travel abroad and find a "coke" costs $1.75 in Austria or get our 
supply at the local supermarket -- by one who has the experience and the 
expertise to put the economists' thinking into understandable language-— 
Di% John Chapman.

BIG BROTHER 



Did you realize that there are 1,178 fatherless boys in Linn County? And that 908 
of them are in Cedar Rapids?

The statistics came 
from the information which President Jameson, Special Projects Committee Chairman 
Gene Young and the committee have gathered since Big Brother (one boy /one man) was 
suggested as a real "service" project the Downtown KIWANIS should consider. Jim 
Oetken has had some personal contact with the administrators of the going Big Brother 
program In Waterloo, I gathered form eavesdropping last Wednesday that the next 
step probably will be to invite one or more of those involved in the Waterloo 
program to come to C.R. some Wednesday noon and tell us about it. 

LAST WEEK 

It all started in 1873 when John Stuart and his son Robert moved from Canada to 
Cedar Rapids and built North Star Oatmeal Mills. After a series of changes in 
organization, company name and management, The Quaker Oats Company was incorporated 
in 1901. Plant Manager Bruce Sampsell didn't dwell on the history of the organiza- 
tion but gave us a very interesting half-four outline of Quaker Oats operations, 
products and philosophies. 

It started with oatmeal, of course, but currently less than 15% of the Quaker 
Oats Company's products are "hot cereal." Kids and the Quaker Marketing organi- 
zation — probably in reverse order — have had a revolutionary effect upon the pro~ 
ducts which make up the current line. Ready-to-eat cereals have taken over. 

Were you aware that Quaker Oats sales last year were $771 million; that the 
Cedar Rapids plant is still "the largest cereal in the world"; that Quaker current- 
ly employs 1,400; that the company has 30 manufacturing plants in the U.S. plus a 
number abroad; and that, besides the grocery products, Quaker Oats is involved 
in the manufacture and sales of chemicals, toys, yarn and needlepoint - to name a 
few - in addition to owning a chain of restaurants known as "Magic Pan" which had 
its beginning in San Francisco? Neither was I until last Wednesday!

LAST WEEK 

I won't try to make you believe that I heard Steve Root's slide-illustrated discussion 
of the Salvation Army Program, last Wednesday noon (I was in Des Moines on business)-- 
but I have discussed the subject at length with Steve and I will try to summarize 
what he told me. Steve is a member of the Board of the Salvation Army and has made 
many appearances during recent months to help the drive for funds for the building 
program. {Incidentally, I understand another fellow KIWANIAN, C.R. Fahrney, has served 
on the Army Board for some unbelievable length of time, such as 20 or 30 years!) 

Steve is enthusiastic about the Salvation Army's plan to build a new facility in 
Cedar Rapids. The new building will be located at 10th Street and C Ave. N.W., the 
former site of "old" Fillmore School. The school building has been removed. 

While they have on hand — or committed — some three-fourths of the $408,000 required 
to build the new facility, there is still a very real need for additional contributions. 
The official drive ends Saturday, September 1, but everyone is encouraged to contact 

the office on third street S.E. for information on the plans and help the board 

round up the remaining money required. 

I learned a lot more about the Salvation Army from Steve that amazed me, and I hope 
you find interesting, but it is too much to write— and read— -in narrative form— -so 
here goes: The new Salvation Army building will have two floors, to include a combi- 
nation gym/auditorium, chapel, youth meeting rooms, club meeting rooms, interview/ 
conference rooms, etc; it will be a combination Army Corps Center and Social Welfare 
Center; the emphasis will be on youth programs and they hope they will be able to add 
a youth worker to the staff {Steve Root says the community needs some additional help 
with its youth problems, which apparently are worse than most of us realize); the 
program of aid for the elderly will be continued and expanded where possible; the present 
Center at 1123 3rd St. is condemned, does not meet fire code regulations; remodeling of 
the 3rd St. building was considered but it was found that $50,000 would be required— -- 
and even then it would not serve the needs of the Salvation Army; money left in a will 
to the Salvation Army by people of this community is put into a fund drawing interest 
for future use for capital expenditures in this community ; Steve says the Salvation Army 
is its own worst enemy when it comes to public relations- — the staff is so busy 
solving people problems that they don't have time to blow their horn; Steve says some- 
how Major Adney seems to be able to solve any kind of problem that comes up; Steve says 
the Major is always his "last resort" call whether its a $ problem, someone in jail, a 
family problem, or whatever. Somehow the problem always gets solved! There's much 
more, but ask Steve Root, F.R. Fahrney or Gene Adney. Appears the Salvation Army 
deserves much more support and credit than we, the citizens of the community, give it.

LAST WEEK 

Tom Ambroson, Director of the Big Brothers of Black Hawk County, was intro- 
duced by Jim Oetken. Ambroson has a masters degree in sociology and had 
several years of experience in social welfare work before becoming the 
first full-time director of the Waterloo area Big Brother program. (Inci- 
dentally, Tom Ambroson is a fellow Downtown KIWANIAN - in Waterloo, that is.) 

The Black Hawk Big Brother organization has some 100 big brothers and 110 
designated little brothers at this time - with 52 requests from mothers of 
fatherless boys in the active file awaiting the screening and qualifying 
of additional big brothers. In each case, the mother of the boy must 
apply to the Big Brother office to have her son included in the Big Brother 
program. Then, the office staff and screening committee carefully reviews 
the boy's school record to determine if it appears likely that the big 
brother/little brother relationship will help the youngster develop. Next 
step is to match the youngster with a big brother. The "little brothers" 
in the Black Hawk Big Brother, organization range from 7 to 14 years of age. 
The "big brothers" range from 18 to 64.' 

Tom Ambroson's enthusiasm for the program is contagious. We will be hearing 
more of the Big Brother program as Gene Young and the Special Projects 
Committee take steps to get a Cedar Rapids/Linn County chapter of the organ- 
ization underway. Obviously, there is a real need for the program with 
1,178 fatherless boys in Linn County and, would you believe, some 908 of 
these in C.R.? Start thinking about your big brother qualifications. The 
committee will be looking to you for help.

November 7 Program - After sweating it out until the last minute, our second vice-president, D. 
Anton, did come through with a fine program regarding the Indian Creek Nature Center. This pro- 
gram, presented by Nature Center board members, Bruce Sampsell and Brenda Warner, described in 
some detail the nature center which will consist of a renovated facility on a six acre plot ad- 
jacent to 130 acres of woodlands acquired by the city of Cedar Rapids. The Nature Center will be 
self-supporting after an initial fund raising goal of $200,000 is met. The Nature Center will 
provide available educational area for the Linn County community and school system and will have 
a full time director.

Rev. Herbst then closed with a scripture quotation, 
Deuteronomy 6:69. So be it! 

For a moment I thought President Landis was going to ask Arnold Herbst for a contribution to 
the Duck for all of this free advertising of his counseling services, but I'm glad he didn't. 

Come to find out, this feud had its beginning in a mutual business venture some years ago. 
Howard Smith's personal research discovered that the two entrepreneurs had formed a company to 
cross breed crocodiles (reptile) with abalone (fish) to provide animals the size of crocodiles 
with the tender meat of the abalone; these animals to be called Abadile. However, through some 
mix up, the wires got crossed and what they ended with a Crocabolony - an obvious failure. We 
thank Howard for this historical footnote.
